IN LATEST IPAD BURGLARY 


SEVEN SCHOOLS HAVE HAD EQUIPMENTTAKEN IN FOUR MONTHS 


Thieves have stolen iPads 
from yet another primary 
school in Northampton. 

Since the start of the latest 
school year, seven primary 
schools have been broken into 
and similar electrical equip¬ 
ment has been stolen. 

The latest burglaries took 
place at Fairfield Special 
School and Woodvale Prima¬ 
ry Academy, in Northampton, 
last Friday night. 

Thieves stole between 15 
and 20 iPad tablets from the 
school for children with physi¬ 
cal or mental difficulties be¬ 
tween 8.30pm and 9.20pm. 

Police officers believe this 
incident may be linked to a 
burglary which happened 
earlier that evening, between 
7.55pm and 9pm, at Woodvale 
Primary Academy, in Crest- 
wood Road, Goldings, where 
a laptop computer was stolen. 

In previous months, Haclc- 
leton, Kingsthorpe Grove, 
Bridgewater, Parklands and 


Walgrave primary schools 
have all been broken into and 
had iPads stolen. 

Officers are asking the pub¬ 
lic to be aware of any offers of 
cut-price computer equip¬ 
ment. Anyone offered an iPad 
from anywhere other than a 
recognised dealer is asked to 
contact the police. 

Crime prevention officer 
Mick Simpson said: “I would 
advise schools to make sure 
their alarm system is func¬ 
tioning correctly and ideally 
store computer equipment 
together in a securely locked 
room without windows. 

“Many products, particu¬ 
larly iPads, now come with an 
integral tracking device which 
can help in the recovery of the 
item if it’s stolen, so do make 
sure this is activated on all 
items.” 

Witnesses to either of 
these burglaries, or anyone 
with information, are asked 
to call Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice on 101.

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North Gate bus station 
is nearing completion

The finishing touches are be¬ 
ing put to Northampton’s new 
North Gate bus station which 
will open its doors to passen¬ 
gers in March. 

The £7million development, 
on the site of the former Fish- 
market (picture inset), will 
replace the ageing and dilapi¬ 
dated Greyfriars Bus Station. 

The opening of North Gate 
on Sunday, March 2, will pave 
the way for the demolition of 
Greyfriars which is expected 
to start the same month. The 


closure of Greyfriars has been 
met with criticism from many 
readers of the Chron. The lo¬ 
cation of the new bus station 
has been questioned, as well 
as the ability of the site to cope 
with the number of buses us¬ 
ing the site. But the leader of 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil, Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, is confident it will work. 

“I have been monitoring 
the project since it began and 
I am really pleased and look¬ 
ing forward to it opening for 
the public. 


“When you look at it in con¬ 
trast to Greyfriars, you realise 
what a massive improvement 
it is to the horrible existing 
building. 

“It’s long overdue and will 
be a proper welcome for peo¬ 
ple arriving in Northampton.” 

There will be an open day 
on Saturday, March l for peo¬ 
ple to look around the new 
building before buses depart 
for the first time. 

Mr Mackintosh added he 
hoped North Gate would help 
revitalise the surrounding ar¬ 


ea and the Drapery while also 
benefiting market traders. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has also defended its 
decision to charge commut¬ 
ers 2op to use the toilets at the 
new bus station. Mr Mackin¬ 
tosh said: “It is fairly standard 
to charge for toilet facilities. 

“It will cover cleaning costs 
and upkeep and stop them be¬ 
coming rundown.” 

Once open, entrances to 
the existing Greyfriars build¬ 
ing will be boarded up to allow 
demolition to begin. 


Council satisfied building ‘is the right size’ 



■ The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council has urged 
sceptics of Northampton’s new 
bus station to go and take a look 
around on its open day in March. 
Since the site was announced, 
letters criticising its location and 
size have been regularly printed 
in the Chron’s letters pages with 
detractors saying people will be 
unable to get into the Grosvenor 
Centre without getting wet if is 
raining. Northampton Borough 
Council leader, David Mackintosh, 
said: “People have been saying it’s 
much too small, but what you have 
to remember is that Greyfriars 
was a home to the entire bus fleet 
and it was the base for large offices 
above. The buses will not be staying 


overnight at the new bus 
station.” Prior to building work 
taking place, council officials 
conducted tests at car parks at 
Sixfields which proved the site 
could cope with the number of 
buses arriving into and departing 


I rom North Gate. 

< Councillor Mackintosh added: 
“People are also comparing the 
size of the old Fishmarket to the 
new bus station. 

“We have actually taken in a lot 
more of the land around the 


Fishmarket and it is much bigger 
than people realise. 

“People have written to me a lot 
about it with their views, but I have 
gone back time and time again and 
I am certain that the site is fit for 
purpose.”

Eyesore jazz bar to be 



A neglected former jazz bar 
which has stood empty in the 
centre of Northampton for more 
than five years could soon be con¬ 
verted into flats. 

The Black Cat Jazz Bar in Sheep 
Street closed in 2008. 

Since its closure, the land¬ 
mark purple building has deteri¬ 
orated, with claims the structure 
is now an eyesore. 

In a bid to restore the building, 
developers have come forward to 
convert it into five flats. 

Plans submitted to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council by 
Wootton-based planning con¬ 
sultant, Barry Waine, said the 
development would great¬ 
ly improve the Sheep Street 
area. 

He said: “This building has 
been vacant for a number of 
years and is largely recognised 
as an eyesore. 

“As such, it is considered that 
this proposal will enhance the 
character of the area and provide 
a visually improved focal point.” 

The building has been a va¬ 
riety of pubs and clubs over the 
years, including the Cookie Club, 
Macbeth’s, Sinatra’s and The Re¬ 
gent. 

It was once well known as the 
101 Club and the ground floor of 


the building was also a bookmak¬ 
ers for a time. 

Latest plans for the building 
would see it painted white and 
the currently blocked-in win¬ 
dows would be re-opened. 

Inside, the building would 
be converted into four one bed¬ 
room apartments and one two 
bedroom flat. 

Mr Waine said: “In addition 
to the visual improvements, the 
public benefit would be through 
the use of the building for resi¬ 
dential purposes, providing new 


homes in the town centre.” 

Since the Black Cat closed in 
2008, the building has been ad¬ 
vertised for sale but nobody has 
come forward to re-open it as a 
club. 

As The Black Cat, the club was 
part of the Purplehaus group of 
venues, which at the time also in¬ 
cluded the Roadmender and the 
Soundhaus. 

Officials from the Guildhall 
will decide in March if the flats 
plan should be given the go- 
ahead.

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Investigators have been trying to identify the victim of the ‘Blazing Car Murder’ in 1930 

Murder case victim 
remains a mystery 


The identity of a Northamp¬ 
ton murder victim who has 
remained anonymous for the 
past 84 years is still a mystery 
despite a probe on the BBCVs 
The One Show. 

The case of the ‘Blazing Car 
Murder’, which took place 
in Hardingstone in 1930, has 
gone down in Northamp¬ 
tonshire folklore as one of 
the county’s most gruesome 
crimes. 

Alfred Rouse was convict¬ 
ed, and later hanged, at Bed¬ 
ford Jail in March 1931, for 
knocking his victim uncon¬ 
scious with a mallet and then 
burning him to death inside a 
Morris Minor car. 

The victim has never been 
identified and is buried in an 
unmarked grave in Harding¬ 
stone cemetery. 

Two years ago, the relatives 
of William Briggs contacted 
Northamptonshire Police af¬ 


ter they found out their ances¬ 
tor had left his family home in 
London to attend a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment shortly before the 
murder and was never seen or 
heard of again. 

With the help of North¬ 
amptonshire Police, the fam¬ 
ily contacted University of 
Leicester academic, Dr John 
BondOBE. 

He and Dr Lisa Smith nego¬ 
tiated with The Royal London 
Hospital museum to allow one 
of the remaining tissue sam¬ 
ples to be examined. 

University of Leicester 
worked with the Northumbria 
University Centre for Foren¬ 
sic Science to carry out DNA 
analysis on the samples to see 
if there was a match from the 
sample and the relatives. But 
in a report on The One Show 
this week, the results conclud¬ 
ed it was not Mr Briggs. 

Dr John Bond, from the 
University of Leicester, said: 


“It’s been very interesting and 
rewarding working on such a 
famous, local murder case. 

“It was quite a unique in¬ 
vestigation to be involved 
in as the perpetrator had 
been identified long ago and 
brought to justice while the 
victim’s identity remained 
unknown. 

“It was a great example of 
how the scientific and crim¬ 
inological expertise at the 
University of Leicester and 
Northumbria University, 
working together with the po¬ 
lice, could provide answers to 
this family after 83 years.” 

Detective Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Paul Phillips, from 
Northamptonshire Police, 
said: “Our work at North¬ 
amptonshire Police is victim 
focused so I was delighted to 
learn of new opportunities to 
establish the identity of the 
victim through the develop¬ 
ment of forensic science.”

Woman drowned in 
bid to save children 



A legal manager at South 
Northamptonshire Council 
drowned after saving the lives 
of two children who got into 
trouble in the sea. 

Chetna Nathasingh, from 
Northamptonshire, was on 
holiday in Goa with her hus¬ 
band, Kipling, and family 
friends when the tragedy hap¬ 
pened, only hours before she 
was due to fly home. 

An inquest on Tuesday 
heard how Mrs Nathasingh, 
aged 47, managed to keep the 
stricken girls, aged eight and 
12, afloat until help arrived, 
but fell unconsciousness be¬ 
fore lifeguards were able to 
pull her from the water. 

In a statement read out in 
court, her husband described 
how she had refused to leave 
the girls in the sea when a jet 
ski and another vessel reached 
them, insisting she should be 
the last to be rescued. 

By the time lifeguards got 
to her, Mrs Nathasingh was 
unconscious and was pro¬ 
nounced dead soon after¬ 


wards on the beach. 

Mr Nathasingh said: “She 
was the perfect woman. She 
was my support, my soul¬ 
mate and by best friend. The 
fact she gave her life for others 
was typical of her.” 

Bradford coroner, Dominic 
Bell, described the tragedy as 
“a very sad and moving story”. 

He recorded a verdict of ac¬ 
cidental death. 

Mrs Nathasingh, from Irth- 


lingborough, worked as a le¬ 
gal services manager for South 
Northamptonshire Council at 
the time of her death. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Chetna had served us and 
the people of the district for 
nearly 12 years and played a 
key role in representing the 
council in legal matters. 

“Our thoughts and condo¬ 
lences are with her family at 
this difficult time ”

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Burger ban near schools? 


Public health bosses are talking 
with councils about new controls 
to stop new takeaway restau¬ 
rants opening near schools. 

Seventeen per cent of Year Six 
pupils in the county are obese 
and health officials are looking 
at what powers councils have to 
enforce good eating habits. 

Among the measures being 
considered are allowing coun¬ 
cil planning committees to deny 
applications to open fast food 
shops within walking distance 
of schools. 

Robin Brown, chair of the 
county’s Health and Wellbeing 
Board, said he backed the princi¬ 
ple. He said: “I know other local 
authorities have the same poli¬ 
cies so it is something that is quite 
possible. 

“Akeem Ali, our director of 
public health, is talking to the 
borough and district council 
chief executives about what they 
can do to support these ideas. 

“Local authorities have quite 
a lot of influence on health and, 
for example, can determine how 
many kebab shops there can be in 
a certain area. 

“I don’t think the overall idea is 
to stop children walking to shops 
in their lunch breaks, it’s more 
about educating children about 
what is and isn’t healthy.”

Planners at the London Bor¬ 
ough of Waltham Forest decided 
not to give planning permission 
to new hot food takeaways if they 
were 400 metres or less from a 
school or other facility aimed at 
children. 

The policy aimed to limit the 
chances young people have to eat 
‘fast food’. 

A small reduction in child 
obesity was noted, although a link 
to the policy was never proved. 

The report by consultants 
paid by Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council also recommended: 

- Ensuring publicly-funded ven¬ 


ues provide healthier options 

- Encouraging venues frequent¬ 
ed by children and supported by 
public money to resist sponsor¬ 
ship or product placement from 
companies associated with foods 
high in fat, sugar or salt. 

Consultants also found that: 

- Almost one in 10 children in 
Northamptonshire was obese 
when they started school, and 
nearly a quarter were obese - 
when weight harms their health 

- or overweight. 

- By age 11, more than one in six 
children was obese and a third 
were overweight or obese.

OPEN INVITATION: Some break ins have taken place because opportunist 
thieves found unlocked doors 


Nineteen of the 61 burglaries 
in Northampton since the be¬ 
ginning of 2014 were at homes 
where thieves got in through 
an unlocked backdoor. 

Now people in Northampton 
are being reminded to make 
sure they keep their homes 
secure after the spate of “op¬ 
portunistic” burglaries at 
properties in the town where 
doors or windows were left 
unlocked. 

Detective Sergeant Carrie 
Powers said: “Unfortunately, 
too many people still leave 
doors unlocked. 

“Often they simply forget 
to check or think someone 
else in the house must have 
done it. 

“In the first 13 days of Janu¬ 
ary, more than a third of bur¬ 
glaries in the Northampton 
area have happened because 
the house was left insecure. 
In some of these, the house¬ 
holder was in the property at 
the time. 

“Burglars are opportunis¬ 
tic and if they come across a 
door or even a window that’s 
been left unlocked, it’s an easy 
target for them. 

“Yesterday, central sector 
officers were checking doors 
while out on patrol and found 


15 front doors unlocked.” 

Det Sgt Powers said prop¬ 
erties where the front door 
opens straight onto the street 
or back onto an alleyway could 
be particularly vulnerable. 

She said: “I would urge 
everyone, wherever they live, 
to please make sure they’ve 
locked up properly, both when 
they’re in the house and when 
they go out. 

“Even if someone is at 
home, if a front door is open, 
it can take just seconds for a 
burglar to steal a handbag or 


set of keys left in the hall,” she 
added. 

■ The 19 burglaries hap¬ 
pened in Cedar Road, Brit¬ 
on Terrace, Washington 
Street, Balmoral Road, Coun¬ 
tess Road, Gladstone Road, 
Pembroke Road, St James 
Park Road, Greenwood 
Road, Grafton Street, Ethel 
Street, Whitworth Road, 
Cowley Close and Woodford 
Street.

ROAD TEST- NISSAN QASHQA11.2 DIG-T TEKNA 2WD 


Tough looks with stylish comfort 


Question: What connects 
Paddington in London, 
Cranfield in Buckinghamshire, 
and Sunderland in the 
north-east of England? 

The answer is one of the big¬ 
gest success stories in mod¬ 
ern motoring, in the shape of 
the Nissan Qashqai, a car that 
almost by itself started a new 
trend for cars that look tall and 
tough, but are as easy to park 
as a hatchback and about as 
economical to run. 

Since the first one rolled off 


the production line in Sunder¬ 
land in 2007, more than 1.7m 
have been built. Now the team 
at Nissan’s European design 
centre in Paddington have 
done what all the research was 
telling them. Existing Qashqai 
owners loved their cars, but 
wouldn’t mind a bit more 
style, a dash of extra technol¬ 
ogy and, please, keep a tight 
rein on running costs.

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Cardoza’s need for secrecy 


Chairman says ‘one or two things’ need to happen in search for new boss 


FOOTBALL 


Cobblers chairman David 
Cardoza has explained the 
reasons behind the secrecy 
that is shrouding the club’s 
search for a new manager. 

The Town owner con¬ 
firmed on Monday that care¬ 
taker boss Andy King will 
remain in charge of first-team 
affairs for the forseeable fu¬ 
ture. 

And Cardoza stressed that 
‘one or two things need to 
happen’ before any concrete 
progress can be made in the 
recruitment of a replacement 
for Aidy Boothroyd, who was 
sacked on December 21. 

“We’re as we were and 
Andy King is still very 
much in charge,” said 
Cardoza. 

“We’re still talking to a 
number of people and wait¬ 
ing for one or two situations 
to unfold. 

“Once we’ve done that 
we’ll be in a situation to ap¬ 
point someone but we won’t 
be rushed. One or two things 
need to happen. 

“Certain situations we just 
can’t mention, because of the 
managers we are speaking 
to. We want to be more open 
about it but we can’t at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

Cardoza did also confirm 
that ‘significant’ funds will 
be made available to the new 
manager. 


Town currently have the 
fifth highest playing budget 
in Sky Bet League Two but 
that is due to be increased dur¬ 
ing the current transfer win¬ 
dow. 

“The new manager will 
have significant support to 
strengthen the squad,” he 
said. “We need to get out of 
the bottom two as quickly as 
possible.” 

“Significant money will be 
made available.” 

Meanwhile, King insists he 
is happy to remain in caretak¬ 
er charge of the Cobblers and 
that his sole focus is on pro¬ 
ducing results ‘for the good of 
the club’.
